3. ECUADOREANS CRY WOLF 

CHIEF OF THE ECUADOREAN ARMED FORCES ADMIRAL RENAN OLMEDO

TIONAL PERUVIAN DEPLOYMENTS NEAR THE ECUADOREAN BORDER.

4. LEBANON-EC AGREEMENT IN THE OFFING 

OUR MISSION TO THE EUROPEAN COMMUNITY REPORTS THAT THE EC 
AND LEBANON HAVE AGREED TO NEGOTIATE A JOINT COOPERATION 
AGREEMENT WHICH WILL INCLUDE $33 MILLION IN DEVELOPMENT 
AID TO LEBANON OVER THE NEXT 3 1/2 YEARS. THE EC COMMIS- 
SION HAS REJECTED A LEBANESE REQUEST THAT RECONSTRUCTION 
AID BE INCLUDED IN THE NEGOTIATIONS. COMMISSION OFFICIALS 
BELIEVE SUCH AID SHOULD BE HANDLED SEPARATELY, WITH ARAB

5. GREECE: FURTHER BLOW TO CONCLUSION OF DCA? 
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AMBASSADOR KUBISCH REPORTS THAT GREEK PRIME MINISTER 
CARAMANLIS INTENDS TO NAME AMBASSADOR SPYROS CHRYSOSPATHIS 
TO HEAD THE GREEK DELEGATION IN NEGOTIATIONS ON A NEW 
DEFENSE COOPERATION AGREEMENT (DC A). CHRYSOSPATHIS, THE 
FOREIGN MINISTRY OFFICIAL IN CHARGE OF RELATIONS WITH 


WESTERN EUROPE AND NORTH AMERICA, IS THE SECOND PERSON 
NAMED TO REPLACE FORMER DELEGATION HEAD PETROS CALOGERAS 
(NOW AMBASSADOR TO MOSCOW). THE FIRST DESIGNEE, MFA SEC- 
RETARY GENERAL THEODOROPOULOS, HAS BEEN ASSIGNED INSTEAD 
TO LEAD GREECE'S NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE EC. 

AMBASSADOR'S COMMENT: I WOULD NOT EXPECT THIS TO AUGUR 
WELL FOR A SPEEDY CONCLUSION OF THE NEGOTIATIONS. CHRY- 
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SOSPATHIS WILL BE ENTIRELY NEW TO THIS MAZE OF AGREEMENTS, 
AND I FEAR HE IS PROBABLY LESS ABLE THAN CALOGERAS. MORE- 
OVER, THIS WOULD REPRESENT A DOUBLE-LEVEL DE-ESCALATION 
FROM THEODOROPOULOS. ALTHOUGH WE COULD INTENSIFY THE 
PRESSURE ON CARAMANLIS TO EXPEDITE THE NEGOTIATIONS, WE 
SHOULD NOT UNDERESTIMATE THE DIFFICULTIES WE WILL FACE IN 
ACCOMPLISHING THIS OR THE PRICE WE WILL HAVE TO PAY IN US
